EARLEEN CAREY 
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Big 8 Champs, Coach of Year Honors Co 
UNBEATEN HUSKERS HEAD FOR MIAMI

Blessed with an undefeated record and boasting what many observers 
suspect might be the best football team in the United States, the Nebraska 
Cornhuskers now have their sights set on an Orange Bowl date with the 
Louisiana State Tigers. 

What a year it was! 


Assigned a Top 10 spot in pre-season speculation, the Huskers still 
were picked for runner-up honors in the Big 8. But in typical Bob Devaney- 
era fashion, the Cornhuskers stormed past three non-conference foes and 
tied a fine Southern Cal team (season spoilers for Notre Dame, you know) 
before blitzing the Big 8. 

It all added up to a 10-0-1 season, the second time a Devaney team 
has traversed a rugged schedule without absorbing a defeat. In 1965, the 
Huskers were 10-0-0 and met Alabama in the Orange Bowl, losing an 
action-packed decision, 39-28. 

As one of the nation’s elite football teams—Nebraska was ranked No. 3 
and eyeing No. 1 at this writing—the Cornhuskers supplied record num- 
bers of fans at home and on the road with the most versatile, exciting and 
devasting offense in the nation. 

Nebraska could run—for 2,554 yards—and the Huskers could throw— 
for 2,080 yards—for a record offense total of 4,634 yards. And the Big 
Red could score, 409 points in 11 games tor a 37.2 average, No. 2 in 
the nation. 

While the Huskers can't boast of a harvest of statistical records, their 
great balanced attack and a defense that matured surprisingly well and 
refused to grant the big play made them potent winners. 

After 11 games, Nebraska's total offense average of 421.3 ranked 12th 
in the nation and the Huskers led in touchdowns with 51. In scoring Ne- 
braska ranked fourth. 

Individually, Nebraska copped Big 8 scoring honors when Joe Orduna 
wound up with 86 points, 7th in the nation. Paul Rogers ranked ninth in 
kick scoring with 69 points and brilliant Johnny Rodgers, the Big 8's 
do-everything-betterthan-anybody sophomore, ranked 10th, nationally, In 
all-purpose running, 

But statistics don't really tell the Nebraska story. The real story con- 
cerns a great coach, an outstanding staff and a group of young men who 
last spring dedicated themselves to excellence and proceeded to live up 
fo their own expectations in sensational style. 

The Huskers knew they'd have a solid offensive punch—with proven 
stars like Joe Orduna, Jeff Kinney, Van Brownson, Jerry Tagge, Dan 
Schneiss in the backfield and a receiver like Guy Ingles and a tackle 
like Bob Newton. But they'd have to find help at center, guard and tight 
end. 


Help they got in magnificent fashion—Soph Doug Dumler at center; 
Wally Winter at tackle, transfer Dick Rupert and vet Donnie McGhee at 
guard; and Soph Jerry List at tight end. But the brightest sparkler of all 
was Soph Johnny Rodgers, who earned All Big 8 honors at slot back as 
the loop's most dazzling newcomer since Gale Sayers. 

It became the Big 8's most devastating offense, first in scoring and 
second jn total offense. Newton won All American honors and joined 
McGhee, Rodgers, Orduna and Placekicker Pau! Rogers on the All Big 8 unit. 

Defensively, Nebraska was apprehensive because eight of 11 starters 
graduated from the great 1969 Black Shirt powerhouse. Newcomers would 
have to produce, and again Devaney came up with the answers, starting 
with All America linebacker Jerry Murtaugh. 

Murtaugh—an All American and the Big 8 Player of the Year—rallied 
the rookie-studded Black Shirts into a stubborn unit that wound up leading 
the Big 8 in rushing defense and ranked second in total defense. 

Brightest stars among the newcomers were End Willie Harper, the 
Big 8's Sophomore Lineman of the Year; middie guard Eddie Periard, 
who earned All Big 8 honors despite being only 5-9 and 201; defensive 
backs Bill Kosch and Joe Blahak, who led the Big 8 in pass interceptions 
with seven and six thefts, respectively; Monster Dave Morock, who was 
superb as the replacement for the imcomparable Al Larson; and line- 
backer Bob Terrio, a transfer who became a standout. 

Old heads like All Big 8 tackle Dave Walline, End John Adkins, Tackle 
Larry Jacobson and cornerback Jim Anderson came through like the 
champions they were and Devaney’s defensive worries faded. 

Nebraska opened by blitzing Wake Forest, 36-12; then set the theme 
for the year by forcing USC to come from behind twice to tie at Los 
Angles, 21-21. After that came wins over Army, 28-0; Minnesota 35-10; 
Missouri, 21-7; Kansas, 41-20; Oklahoma State, 65-31; Colorado, 29-13; 
lowa State, 54-29; Kansas State, 51-13; and Oklahoma, 28-21. 

In fairness to the NU defense, it should also be pointed out that the 
bulk of the scoring and passing statistics came against deep reserves 
after the Huskers had built whopping leads going into the fourth quarters. 

It all added up to a bevy of honors for Devaney and the Huskers: 

—Streak of 18 games without a defeat, third best in the nation. 

—Sixth Big 8 title in the last eight years, and second-consecutive title. 


—National, Big 8 and Section 6 Coach of the Year honors for Devaney; 
Player of the Year honors for Jerry Murtaugh. 


—Two All America honorees—Murtaugh and Newton; and nine All Big 
8 first-teamers. 


—No. 3 ranking in the nation and the most sought-after bowl team 
in the nation from the third game of ihe season on. 


Of course, the Orange Bowl won and on New Year's night the Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers will match their unbeaten record and outstanding 
football machine against the tremendously-rugged LSU Bengals in the 
top post-season attraction in the country. 


It should be quite a show! 


COACH OF THE YEAR 


Nebraska football coach Bob Devaney continued to sweep honors 
in the wake of the undefeated 1970 season. 


Devaney, after winning Big 8 Coach of the Year honors from the 
AP and UPI, was named national Coach of the Year by the Football 
News. 


The Husker coach—winningest coach in the nation—also is Dis- 
trict 5 nominee for national Coach of the Year honors in a poll 
conducted by the American Football Coaches Association and 
Kodak.

Bob Devaney is the winningest football coach in Nebraska's history and 
heads into the 1971 Orange Bowl game as the winningest football coach in 
the nation, an honor he's held for six years. 

Devaney's teams win more often than any other in the nation, a fact 
supported by his lifetime record of 113 victories, 28 defeats and six ties. 
That's a winning percentage of .802. 

Bob Devaney is also Nebraska's Athletic Director and in 1969-70 the 
Cornhuskers climbed from eighth to second in the Big 8 All Sports race, 
testifying to his spirited leadership in pursuit of overall excellence in the 
NU Intercollegiate program. 

During his brilliant nine-year career at Nebraska, Devaney's teams 
have posted a tremendous record of 78-18-1. And during the same span, 
the Cornhuskers have won five Big 8 titles and tied jor a sixth. Nebraska 
teams the past nine years under Devaney have averaged 8.6 wins per 
season, 

Here’s Nebraska's season marks under Devaney: 9-2, 10-1, 9-2, 10-1, 
9-2, 6-4, 6-4, 9-2, and 10-0-1. The only other Nebraska coach to ever log 
eight straight winning seasons was D. X. Bible from 1929 to 1936—De- 
Vaney's done it nine years. 

Devaney has also taken Nebraska to seven bowl games in nine years and 
the Huskers have won three times, the last a resounding 45-6 victory over 
Georgia in the 1969 Sun Bowl. Next bow! foe is L.S,U. 

Coach Devaney has won Big 8 Coach of the Year honors five times and 
in 1970 Football News named him national Coach of the Year, He's 
been on a number of post-season coaching staffs such as the Senior 
Bowl, Coaches All America Bow! and the Hula Bowl. In 1968 he coached the 
West to victory in the Shrine East-West game in San Francisco. 

Under Coach Devaney's guidance, 11 Cornhuskers have gained All 
America honors and 54 players have earned All Big 8 recognition, 

Devaney’s impact on Nebraska football can also be shown by the 
fact that Memorial Stadium has been enlarged four times since his arrival 
and now is the largest with a capacity of over 67,000, The 1970 Huskers 
played on a brand new AstroTurf field and the Nebraska press box, with 
its beautiful guest section, ranks as the finest in the nation. 

Nebraska fans have swarmed to Memorial Stadium, supporting Devaney 
and his players with enthusiasm and acres of red clothing. In 1969 Ne- 
braska ranked third in the nation in total attendance and fourth in average 
attendance among all colleges. 

Prior to his arrival at Nebraska, Coach Devaney spent five years at 
Wyoming where his teams had a fine 35-10-5 mark. After a brilliant high 
school career at Alpena, Michigan where his teams won 52 and lost only 9, 
the Alma College graduate joined the Michigan State staff under both Biggie 
Munn and Duffy Daugherty. 

Coach Devaney became athletic director at the University of Nebraska 
in 1967. 

He's married to the former Phyllis Wiley and the Devaney’s have two 
children, Mike and Patricla—both 1966 Nebraska graduates—and one grand- 
daughter.

THE ORANGE BOWL STORY CA9 


During the early thirties, winter visitors to Florida rarely came south 
before the opening of the Hialeah Race Track in mid-January, and Miami 
merchants and hotel-men were looking for an annual intersectional football 
game on New Year’s Day to attract tourists days, and even weeks, before 
their normal arrival. 


So, the first annual Palm Festival was staged at Miami’s Moore Park in 
1933, with 3,500 spectators cheering the University of Miami's 7-0 victory 
over Manhattan. The festival queen emerged from a large plastic football 
during the half-time show as dozens of pigeons fluttered skyward from an- 
other football. 


Today an estimated 155 million thrill to the annual Orange Bowl Festival, 
which grew out of the humble Pajlm Festival. Color television brings the 
festival to 155 million, unable to catch the activities that lure hundreds of 
thousands of Miami winter visitors, 


The world famous Orange Bowl series has blossomed into one of the 
country’s greatest festivals. The Orange Bowl Classic football game, is 
but one of many colorful facets of the 15-day program. Woven around 
it ls a variety of events including power boat racing, tennis and golf tourn- 
aments, a fashion show, a fireworks pageant, the King Orange Jamboree 
parade and a complete Junior Orange Bow! program staged by the City 
of Coral Gables. 


It takes $1.9 million dollars to produce the complete Orange Bowl 
Festival program, according to Ernie Seiler, the executive vice president 
of the Orange Bowl Committee, who staged the first half-time show back 
in 1933 and has been the driving force behind the program ever since. 


Its economic value to the community runs into millions of dollars. And 
its dividends exceed its cost many times over. 


The first Orange Bowl was built in 1935 with second-hand |umber, 
Chroniclers described it as ‘‘a bilious, green wooden saucer seating only 
8,000," Blostered by Federal funds and the WPA program, the current 
Orange Bowl, went up at its present location in 1937. Seating capacity 
expanded to 30,000. 


By 1938 the community had dedicated a new $325,000 stadium and in 
1939 the addition of end zone seats boosted the capacity to 38,000. Con- 
demmed and razed in 1942, the end zones were replaced with tubular 
supported sections in 1945. 


Addition of 22,500 seats by steel and concrete double-decking of the 
north and south stands in 1947 upped the capacity again. Increased to 
68,500 by 1950, the Orange Bowl capacity later rose to its present 75,500 
seat dimensions. The modern, beautifully landscaped bow! now ranks among 
the nation's largest. 


Although modest in its beginning, the Orange Bowl always has attracted 
, football's biggest names. 


The inaugural contest in 1933 had Bob Zuppke, the famed University 
of Illinois coach, and Chick Meehan, Manhattan College's distinguished 
coach as initial participants. Zuppke was ‘“‘guest coach’’ for the U. of 
Miami team, 
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A parade of coaching greats followed, including Gen. Bob Neyland, Tom 
Stidham, Don Faurot, Bill Alexander, Wally Butts, Frank Thomas, Bernie 
Moore, Jess Neeley and Bobby Dodd. And then there were Paul (Bear) 
Bryant, Jim Tatum, Bud Wilkinson, Frank Howard, Ben Schartzwalder, 
Darrell Royal and Bob Devaney. 


The first really big crowd, a then-record 32,191, saw the Orange Bowl’s 
first national champion emerge as undefeated Tennessee overpowered 
Oklahoma 17-0. By 1954 the bow! had attracted 68,640 football fans to 
witness unbeaten Maryland, the nation’s No. 1 team, lose to No. 5 Oklahoma 
in a 7-0 decision. 

Alabama ruined Nebarska’s perfect season in the 1966 game and cata- 
pulted to the nation’s No. 1 spot in the special post-bowl game Associated 
Press poll by taking a wild offensive show, 39-28. This was the second 
year after the switch from afternoon to night games. 

The year 1946 marked the first and only bowl game to be won after 
time had expired. 

With 10 seconds remaining to play, Miami and Holy Cross were locked 
up 6-6. Miami's Al Hudson intercepted a Holy Cross pass at his own 11 
yard line. Dashing down the north sidelines with the ball, Hudson reached 
the Holy Cross 35 yard line as the gun signalled the end of the game. He 
continued his sprint and seconds later he crossed the goal line for a 
touchdown and a 13-6 Miami triumph. 

Glittering pageantry and exciting football has highlighted the Orange 
Bowl Festival since that first 1933 football game.

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CORNHUSKER LEGEND 


Prior to 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as 
the Old Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters. 

But in 1900, Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) Sherman, who was to 
gain national renown as the sports editor of the 
Lincoln Star—he also helped originate the Asso- 
ciated Press ranking poll—tired of referring to the 
Nebraska teams in such an unglamorous term as 
Bugeaters. 

lowa had from time to time been called the 
Cornhuskers, and the name appealed to Cy. lowa 
partisans seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so Cy 
started referring to the Nebraska team as Corn- 
huskers and the 1900 team was first to bear that 
label. 

Of course, the name caught on and became a 
Nebraska by-word. 

There is ‘no official symbol of a Cornhusker and 
various cartoonists have caricatured the mystical 
something that typifies Nebraska football. At the 
present time, the University of Nebraska Athletic 
Department uses as its symbol a caricature of the 
great Nebraska fan—the fellow attired from head to foot in red. 

The drawing of Big Red—tby artist Bill Goggins—first appeared in the 
Nebraska Farmer and that publication has given permission for the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Athletic Department to use Mr. Bia Red.

Former Rose Bowl, All Big 6 Guard 


University of Nebraska Regent Edward (Eddie) Schwartzkopf of Lincoln 
earned All Big 6 honors as a starting guard on the 1940 Rose Bowl team. 


Schwartzkopf, who later coached at Lincoln High School, played against 
Stanford in the Rose Bowl, then reported for military service. Following 
World War II, he returned to NU and played his senior season for Bernie 
Masterson in 1946. 


Another Regent, Richard Herman of Omaha, has a Husker football back- 
ground, too. Dick served as a spotter for KFAB's Lyell Bremser for many 
years.

HUSKERS OPEN 1970 WITH 36-12 
VICTORY OVER WAKE FOREST 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(September 12, 1970)—Stung by an early field goal, 
Nebraska's Cornhuskers stormed back fo take a 14-3 first-quarter lead and 
coasted to a 36-12 victory in the 1970 opener. 

Thanks to a Husker fumble, Wake Forest jumped in front, 3-0, before 
the 66,103 fans got seltled in their seats. But Nebraska Used a couple of 
long passes—Jerry Tagge to Guy Ingles for 45 yards and Tagge to Jeff 
Kinney for 21 yards—to set Up a 14-3 lead at the quarter. 

A blocked punt gave Wake Forest a safety in the second quarter before 
the Huskers drove 71 yards to make it 21-5 after Tagge’s 13 yard TD run. 

Nebraska made it a runaway just before the half when Tagge hit Soph 
Johnny Rodgers with a 61-yard touchdown pass. 

Joe Orduna's 20-yard TD sprint made it 36-5 in the third quarter and 
Nebraska reserves took over the remainder of the game, finally yielding 
a Deacon touchdown in the final minute of play. 

In a good tuneup for Southern California, Nebraska had opened 1970 
in impressive fashion against the team that would win the Atlantic Coast 
title.

Los Angeles, California—(Sepiember 19, 1970)—When football historians 
reveiw the 1970s they'll probably list the Nebraska-Southern California 21- 
21 tie in 1970 as one of the great games of the decade. 

It was that kind of game as Nebraska's two-TD underdogs three times 
led the highly regarded Trojans in a game that left 73,768 fans breathless 
on the last play—a 50-yard incomplete USC pass, 

Nebraska got the jump on the Trojans in the second quarter—Husker 
Joe Orduna early had fumbled at the USC 5—when fullback Dan Schneiss 
threw a surprise 17-yard pass to Guy Ingles. 

USC tied it on a 4-yard run by Jimmy Jones, but Nebraska roared back 
for a 14-7 halftime lead on Jerry Tagge’s 15-yard pass to Johnny Rodgers. 

Back stormed the Trojans in the third quarter to tie it at 14-14, but on 
the second play after the next kick-off Husker Orduna tore 67 yards on 
a great run to put Nebraska ahead again, 21-14. 
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Nebraska's chance for icing a victory misfired in the final quarter when 
a bad snap caused Paul Rogers to miss a 12-yard field goal that would 
have given NU a 24-14 lead. 

USC then moved for the tying TD, with Clarence Davis going the last 
10-yards with 8:16 left in the game. 


Both teams had final chances in the wild finale, but a great college 
game ended 21-21,

Husker Dave Morock intercepted a Jayhawk pass on the second play 
of the game and in four plays Nebraska led, 7-0. Late in the first quarter 
Paul Rogers kicked a 28-yard field goal and it looked like a cake-walk. 

Then Kansas ran wild for 20 points in seven minutes and Nebraska 
was down 20-10. Vince O'Neill ignited the Hawks with a 96-yard kick-off 
return, while John Riggins and Dan Heck each scored to give KU upset 
hopes with 9.28 left in the half. 

Bul Nebraska rose to the challenge and had the Jayhawks reeling by 
half-time—Van Brownson hit Guy Ingles with an 80-yard TD pass to get 
NU rolling and the Big Red added a 73-yard drive to take a 24-20 lead 
at haiftime.

The Cornhuskers scored first, yielded briefly as Oklahoma State scored 
on a 98-yard kickoff return for a 7-6 lead, then ripped to a 41-7 half-time 
lead. After that it was a matter of the reserves logging time and the Cow- 
boys trying to salvage some glory, NU’s 27 point blast in the second quarter 
killed the Cowboys. 


Nebraska used 50 players in the game that saw Joe Orduna score 
two TDs, Paul Rogers kick three field goals and six of seven PATS, and 
Johnny Rodgers return a punt 66 yards for a score. 


The Huskers amassed 545 yards and only OSU's late passing surge 
against Husker reserves enabled the Cowboys to get 393 yards. The Black 
Shirts held the Pokes to only 64 yards on the ground. 


Thus, the No. 4-ranked Cornhuskers headed for the key show-down 
at Colorado with a sparkling 6-0-1 record.

Nebraska had the loop's top offense and K-State came to town with the 
best defense, but the Huskers quickly de-clawed the Wildcats and coasted 
to a 51-13 victory and a cinch Big & title tie. 


The Huskers performance was awesome and the obliteration of star 
quarterback Lynn Dickey and the ‘Cats was stunning. Nebraska drilled 
K-State for 361 yards, while holding the Wildcats to 70 yards on the ground. 
NU Quarterback hit 13 of 19 passes for 162 yards, including a 60-yarder 
to Johnny Rodgers. 


Dickey hit 22 of 47 passes for 255 yards, but a sensational Nebraska 
secondary intercepted a record seven passes to completely derail the 
visitors. 


Nebraska jumped to a 7-0 lead as Johnny Rodgers ran 30 yards for a 
TD on the first play afler Jerry Murtaugh intercepted Dickey just after 
the game opened, It was 14-0 at the quarter and 21-7 at halftime.

Lincoln, Nebraska—(November 21, 1970)—Coach Bob Devaney and his 
Nebraska Cornhuskers twice had to battle from behind, but poise and 
determination paid off for a 28-21 victory over Oklahoma before 67,392 fans. 

In whipping the tough young Sooners for the second straight year, 
Nebraska achieved its first unbeaten season (10-0-1) since 1965 and the 
second of Devaney's tenure, The Huskers also earned a repeat Big 8 
title, the sixth in the last eight years. 

Oklahoma’s Jack Mildren scored first, but a 53-yard Jerry Tagge-to- 
Johnny Rodgers TD pass play got the Huskers a 7-7 tie in the second 
quarter, 

Joe Wylie ran 37-yards to put OU ahead 14-7, but again Nebraska 
drove for a lying tally with Joe Orduna scoring just before halftime. 

Nebraska went in front on a 13-yard Tagge-to-Ingles fling for a 21-14 
lead going into the final quarter, Again Oklahoma tied it up, before the 
Huskers marched 53-yards for the clinching touchdown. 

Tagge punched in for the TD with 7:42 left.

MARCHING BAND 


Always one of the highlights of a Nebraska football game is ihe perform- 
ance of the Cornhusker Marching Band, a 175-man aggregation of outstand- 
ing musicians selected via competitive auditions. 

Miss Dianne Tangeman, Omaha Sophomore, is Nebraska's Sunshine Girl 
again this fall. She succeeded Miss Susie Kunc of Wilber who served for four 
years after Joyce Burns graduated. Jeff Klintberg of Laurel again is the head 
Drum Major. 

The marching band is one of several outstanding musical groups at the 
university—the Symphonic Band, top performing organization, the Collegiate 
Band, the ROTC Band, the Brass Ensemble, the Woodwind Choir and the 
Brass Cholr. 

The Cornhusker Band provided a sparkling Sun Bowl half-time show, 
marking its seventh bowl appearance. It is the only Big 8 band to perform in 
the Rose, Orange, Cotton and Sugar Bowl circult and now adds the Sun 
Bowl to its list of achievements. 


DON LENTZ, JACK SNIDER—GREAT BATON TEAM 


The University of Nebraska is fortunate to have two outstanding musical 
nti directing its fine band program—Donald A. Lentz, who is Director 
vo! Bands, and Jack R. Snider, Assistant Director of 
Bands and director of the Cornhusker Marching Band. 

Mr. Lentz is nationally known as an outstanding flute 
player, composer and author. Heading the Nebraska 
band program since 1937—he Is the father of Band 
Day, which has become a national by-word—he prevl- 
ously played under some of the world’s great con- 
ductors in the New York Symphony, the Barrere Sym- 
phony, the Sousa Band, and in the theater, ballet and 
radio, 

Prof. Lentz is an expert in the field of oriental scale 
systems, having studied the Hindu, Thai and Indonesia 

DON LENTZ scale systems In the Orient in 1956-57 and 1962. He 
has recently authored a book, ''Tones and Intervals of Hindu Classical Mu- 
sic.” Among his band compositions are ‘‘Bakonian Legend," ''Panomime,” 
and “Samana,” 


Prof. Snider has worked closely with Mr. Lentz in 
the development of the Nebraska band program, and 
has been most active In directing the Marching Band, 
He also directs the Collegiate and ROTC bands, the 
Brass Ensemble and Brass Choir. 

A 1949 graduate of Nebraska, Prof. Snider taught 
in the Kearney schools before joining the NU faculty 
in 1951. He plays Principal French Horn with the Lin- 
coln Symphony and also serves as assistant conduc- 
tor, He is one of the founders and the first president 
of the Nebraska State Bandmasters Association. 


JACK SNIDER 
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BOWL SCOUTS KEEP CLOSE TABS 
ON NEBRASKA EACH YEAR 


Post-season team pickers have ranked the Nebraska Cornhuskers as a 
bowl contender eight straight years under Coach Bob Devaney, and six 
of those seasons the Cornhuskers have swung Into colorful action after 
the regular season. 


Nebraska continues to be a magic name with the bowl officials because 
Bob Devaney's teams play tough, exciting and colorful football, and Corn- 
husker fans follow their beloved Big Red anywhere, anytime. 


Last year, for example, the Cornhuskers whacked Georgla, 45-6, in the 
Sun Bowl and the 7,000-plus Nebraskans who trekked to El Paso set a 
visiting team record. 


Nebraska fans have established similar records at the Orange Bowl, Sugar 
and Cotton Bowls in years past. It’s interesting to note that in 1964, the 
Huskers received some 17,000 Cotton Bowl orders for the allotted 12,000 
seat—most of them post-marked on the day ticket orders were permitted to 
Start. 


Overall, Nebraska is 3-5-0 In post-season play, but Devaney-coached 
teams are 3-3-0. 


Nebraska is the only Big 8 school ever to be invited to the Rose Bowl 
and the only Big 8 schoo) to have the distinction of playing In all four 
of the major bowls—Rose, Orange, Cotton and Sugar. 


The Huskers’ first Bowl game was the 1941 Rose Bowl contest in which 
the Big 6 champions put up a heroic and colorful struggle before dropping 
a 21-13 decision to the great Stanford team, coached by Clark Shaughnessey 
and quarterbacked by Frankie Albert as the nation went T-crazy. 


Duke socked the Huskers, 34-7, in the 1955 Orange Bowl game as Ne- 
braska got a bid because Oklahoma was not permitted to make a second 
successive appearance in Miami due to Big 8 legislation. 


Devaney made short work of changing Nebraska's bowl image. His 1962 
team out-skated Miami U., and George Mira, 36-34, on the frozen turf of 
Yankee Stadium in the final Gotham Bow! game. In 1963 the Huskers took 
a great 13-7 victory over Auburn in the 1964 Orange Bowl game, pepped 
by a 68-yard TD run by Dennis Claridge and a pair of record field goals 
by Dave Thelsen. 


Arkansas won the Grantland Rice Trophy by nipping Nebraska, 10-7, in 
the final minutes of the 1965 Cotton Bowl game, and Alabama took home 
the national championship—at Nebraska's expense—the following year when 
the unbeaten and No. 3 ranked Huskers dropped a 39-28 decision in the 
1966 Orange Bowl game despite a record-matching three TD passes by 
Bobby Churchich.
